of preparlnc and purchasing digests was

with good scholarship and under-
graduate honor. This Is sad news to e large
number of Yale men and especially to members
nf tbo present senior class. Digests during tho
past ten years have been a feature of tbe col-

lege curriculum. The evil Is believed to be
more or lesi general In every American college,
but Yule is declared to have developed the Idea
to the highest point or perfection.

Dlgoits nre publication! Issued a few days
before the examinations and intended to cover
In brief and concise form the work of tbe pre-
ceding term. Tbey vary tn length from u sin-
gle sheet to eight or ten pages and ore care-
fully printed In bold, readable type. A man,
by close application to one of these divests, can
In a short time gain a sufficient acquaintance
with the subject at band to answer, morooj
lets Intelligently, any question connected wftlT
It; that Is to say, ho'can practically ignore the
ntudy throughout the term and by a few hours
of hard work at the digest succeed In passing
un examination. The natural consequence Is
that a largo number of students pay no atten-
tion to the work or the lecture and the recitation
room, relying entirely upon tho digest, which
tbey Know will appear.

"It Is Impossible to exaggerate tbe demoral-
izing effect which these digests bave upon the
real work of education at Yale," remarked a
professor, "There le hardly any course for
which digests are not Issued now, and they are
rapidly superseding tbe work of tho Instructors
themselves. Tako such a course as 1'rof.
llaitlv) '. In economic. It cor.ilMs of two lec-
tures a week far about forty weeks, or abouteighty In all. The course Is so large that It IsImpracticable to hold recitations, and tbe in
structor must depend upon the final examina-
tions and such incidental tents as he Is able to
bold throughout the year. But the course,

which has nearly 300 students, Is a tempting one
for digest milkers.

The one thing that Prof. Hadley Insists upon
in his examinations U brevity, which alsofacilitates the work of theso thrifty

The digest maker bolls down Prof.Iladley's lectures Into attractive and easily
shape, and publishes his pamphlet,

by tbe aid of which the student can answer al-
most any question the professor atks. WhatIs the result! Why. the student simply Ignores
the regular work of the term. lie stays away
from lectures as be pleases, and gains absolute-
ly no good from the course. I hao known
cases In which a student has not opened a bookthroughout the term, and has sklpDed recita-
tions day after day and has. nevertheless,
Passed his examinations with flying colors.It is all done in parrot fashion, it is true, andtbe questions are generally answered vlth littleapparent Intelligence, but as long as tbo an-
swers are technically correct, what nre we go-
ing to dot

Prof, i'helps of the English department has
been warrtna- - on digests by himself. Indeed,
the literary courses offer dangerous stumbling
blocks to the digest makers. "What do you
think of tbe literary value of Milton's 'Comutl' "
is hardly a question that can be answered by
reference to a digest. Many ludicrous results
have been produced by attempts to cover suchground as this. The English Instructors have
been surprised many times by having theirpupils hit upon an Identical Judgment of a liter-tar-y

masterpleco, In many cases framed kintal-I-
most precisely the same words. An amusing
story connected with Prof, I.add's ourse in' philosophy is told. Tbe professor's favorite
simile In describing tbe theory of HerbertSpencer and the other agnostics Is that "they
dettroy themselves like a snake trylnr to swal-
low its own tall." Prof. Ladd was very much
surprised some time ago to notice In answer to
bis question, "What is your opinion of the
philosophy of liorbert Spencer!" among other
criticisms, the frequently ropeated one, "It de-
stroys itself, like a snake trying to swallow.lts
own tail."
